standards* In addition, those estimates were reviewed in detail by the 
Public Buildings Service am the bureau of the Hadfet. With these agen- 
cies we compared the estimated cost of our proposed b uilding with the 
actual cost of the General Accounting Office building. Using this as a 
base, end taking Into consideration adjustm-mta which w© feel to be es- 
sential in our case, as well as the increase in construction costs since 
the Q.A.0* building was conpletai, we arrived at m estimate of 150,000,001 
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which has b am approved by the House . 

In discussing this natter with architects, both in and out of Govern- 
Haent, inc luding those from firms with a good national reputation, we have 
been assured that we have provided only for simple but dignified, and ef- 
ficient office and operating space. I wish to assure you that it is say 
desire to construct for this Agency a minmonamental headquarters building 
with the highest possible utility at the lowest cost to the Government. 

As a result of the studies we have made and the procedures followed in ar- 
riving at this estimate, I feel strongly that we would not have the flex- 
ibility to meet our requirements if the amount requested were reduced. 

I sincerely hops that your Gonmittee may see fit to allow us the full 
amount requested.
